The meeting ‘was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

Ed Clark, Attorney for J. M. Odom, came before the Council and asked
that the bid of his client for the purchase of that portion of the Butler
Tract recently advertised for sale, to-wit, 200 feet facing Lamar Boulevard,
be accepted as being the highest and best bid received.

Thereupon Mayor Miller moved, seconded by Councilman Johnson, that
all bids recelved for the purchase of sald portlon of the Butler Tract,
being 200 feet facing Lamsr Boulevard, be rejected, The motion carried
by the followlng votes

Ei Clark, Attorney, then submitted a joint offer by the said
J. M, Odom and Harold Hoefgen for the purchase of said 200 feet on Lamar
Boulevard, plus 50 feet on the north on Lamar Boulevard, plus an additional
7% feet on the west, or end, of the lot, for the sum of $40,000, 00, stating
that his clients intended to build a first-class tourist court or motel on
the property.

Following the dlscussion, Mayor Miller declared that, inasmich as
both the s8aid J, M. Odom and Harold Hoefgen were high bidders, he would
be willing to recommend to the City Council that the City sell the sald
200 feeb,plus the 50 feet on the north on Lamar Boulevard, for $40,000.00,
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but he would not vote o include the 75 feet on the west, or end, of the
lot for that price,

Upon motion of Councilman Glass, the matter was talten under advisement
for conslderation of new blds .

Pursuant to published notice thereof, the public hearing on the appli-
cation of Jolm B, Loveless to amend the Zoning Ordinance in the following

No property owner or other interested person appeared to protest
the proposed change,

Thereupon Councilman Thornberry moved thet the recommendations of
the Board of Adjustment be sustalned and the change be granted, and the
City Attorney be instructed to prepare the ordinance for passage at the
next regular meeting. The motion carried by the .following votes

Pursuant to published notice thereof, the public hearing on the ap-
plication of Westenfield Development Company, by Tom Graham, to amend the -
Zoning Ordinance in the following particular

To smend the USE desiznation of the following deseribed prop-
erty so as to change the same from %A% Residence District to
#ot Commercial District, towwlbs
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Lots 1 and 22, 'I.‘a,rry’oown, belng located at the north-
west corner of Windsor Road and Expositlon Boulevard,
in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,

was duly opened,

Tom Graham, representing the Westenfield Development Company, pro-
ponent, plead for the change on the grounds that i1t is needed as a site
for a proposed moving picture theatre,with adequate parking space; that
there 1s not sufficlent commerciszl arez in the two blocks already zoned
for a commnity center to afford off-street parking and the other services
needed there; that of the seven hundred angwers received to the one thousand
questionnaires sent out, six hundred of them were in favor of the theatre,
which, when constructed, will cost from $150,000,00 to $200,000, 00.
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Rickey Key, Agent for Iouis Novy, Manager of Interstate Theatres,
also plead for the change, declaring that his client desires the property
as a site for a moving picture theatre; that for the past several years
he has had numerous requests from residents in that section asking that
a theatre be built out there, and that the only plot of ground that he has
been able to find that would afford space for a theatre and off-street
parking is the property in question,

Sherman Birdwell, Dr, Henry Hilgertner, Carl Mueller, Monte Burt,
A, H., Osburn, and several other regidents of that section appeared and
declared themselves in favor of the change as there was a definite need
for a plicture show in that area.

The following were among the group of property owmers who zppeared
snd protested the change, substantislly as followas

. Hulon W. Black opposed the change on the grounds that his home is

out there in what he considers the most attractive residential ares in
Austin -« a quiet place and the kind of place one would want to live in

to rear children ; that he and a great many others do not want further
incroachment in that area; that the rezoning of that corner would depreciate
the value of all property situated near 1t north of Windsor Road and west

of Exposition Boulevard; that there is now in the community center a block
and a half of land undevelopsd, which i1g gll the ground needed for a theatrs;
that most of the people who are in favor of the theatre do not live near

" this corner; that opposition to the change is unanimous smong the people
living within two hundred feet, and a great many others are opposed to the
change but were unable to be present at this hearing; and he further stated
that he hoped the Council would uphold the Zoning Board and deny the change.

J. Chrys Dougherty opposed the change on the grounds that thosewho
hought property in that section thought it was an area that would not be
comtercizlized; that 1f a theatre is placed there, depreciation in value
of thelr property will occur; that there is adequate parking space for a
theatre in the blocks already zoned as commercial; that the reason for
wanting a theatre at Windsor Road and Exposition Boulevard is because it
is a better location; that the residents will be annoyed by the noise of
traffic from cars parked on the stree}, where they will be parked instead
of in the parking area; and, further, that only two property owners in the
immediate vicinity want the theatre,

Mrs, J. L. Condit declared that she opposed the change from every
standpoint, and that there is no need for an expansion of the commercial
zone, .

B. D. Becker, individuelly, and also representing T. S, Huff and
Dr. G. B. Vosburg, declared that 211 three of them violently opposed the
change; that there is sufficient commercisl zoning in the city at present;
that they were opposed to extending the commercial zoneé into residential
areas; that if this change is granted, proponent will ask for other com-
mercial zonlng and the whole ares will be commercialized more than was
planned and was represented to him when he bought his lot; that it will
increase traffic on Windsor Road, which 1s a narrow road, and create addi-
tional traffic hazard: =nd that he considers it unethlcal on the part of

proponent in agking for the changs,
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Mra, H, W. Schulle declared that she opposed the theatre because

it would depreciate her property, as no one would want to live near a
theatre, .

Mrs, Clarence Goen declared that she was definitely opposed to the
chagfe as long as there was sufficient undeveloped commercial area in that
section.

R. ¥. Byram declared thet he indorsed what Messrs. Elack and Dougherty
had sald; that he thought everyhody present was in favor of the theatrs
if it were put on the area provided for that purpose originally; that the
cards submitted by Mr. Graham were utterly meaningless for those in favor
of the theatre sre willing for it to be put on property already zoned, and
those opposing 1t are not objeeting to the theatre if placed there,

Chas, Strawn declared that he opposed the change on the basis of de-
preciation of his property and interference with the privacy of their homes;
- that 1% appeared to be an effort to increase the value of this property at
the expense of surrounding property.

A1l property owners and other interested persons having been given
an opportunity to be heard, Councilman Glass moved that action on the matter
be deferred to Tuesday, December 23, in order for the City Council to make
an inspection of the property. The motion carried by the following votes
Ayes : Councilmen Bartholomew, Glass, Johnson, Mayor Miller, and
Councilman Thornberry

Cs B, Smith, Chairman of the Committee of Austin Automobile Dealers
Association sponsoring the minlature sutomobile race track project, cems
before the Council relstive to the Associationls proposal to place said
track on city property. After some discussion, it was moved by Councilman
&lass that the proposal be accepted, subject to the following provisions:
(1) approval of same by the Recreation Director; (2) furnishing of public
1iability insurance fully protecting the City of Austin, to be paid for
by the Club; (3) selection of the site in Zilker Park by the City Manager
and Recreation Director, with the understanding that the use of same be
granted so long as interest in the project continues, or until such time
a8 the City may need the land for other purposes; (4) no admission charges
or exclusion of the public from exhibitions; and (5) lighting connections
to be furnished by the City.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same is hersby, per-
mitted to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in WEST 33RD STREET from a point 189 feet east
of Balley Lane easterly 43 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of and parallel to the
north property line of sald West 33rd Street,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(2) A gas main in CLERMONT STREET from a point 100 feet east
of East Avenue westerly 150 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 17 feet south of and parallel to the
north property line of sald Clermont Street.

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet,

(3) A gas main in BAST AVENUE from Clermont Strest southerly
64 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 50 feet
wost of and parallel to the east property line of said
East Avenue,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet,

(4) A gas main in CUMMINGS STREET across Bast Avenue inter-
section, the centerline of which gas mailn ghall be 6.5
feet south of, and parallel to, the north property line
of sald Cummings Street.

Sald gzas malin described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company ls hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the beat records we
have at hand, =nd that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at specizl points, When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location
of their agsignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public VWorks
not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas
Public Compsny is further put upon notice that they will be required to
bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution.

And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a.fire plug,
water must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the

ditchep.

That the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
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goid mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction
of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions
of the certaln franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austin,

Desr Sir:

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Lyles Chemical
and Supply Company, by J. K. lLyles, for permission to operate a private
gasoline plant counsisting of a 500 gallon underground tank and electric

purp for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from
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which no gasoline is to be sold, upon property locabed on the north side
of Georgetown Road, which property is locally knowm as 6208 Dallas Highway.

This property ls located in a #C-2f Commercial District, and I recome
mend that this permit be granted, subject to the following conditions:

(1) That the gesoline tanks and pumps shazll be of an approved type,
and shall bear the label of the Underwritert!s Laboratories, Inc., and that
2ll tanks and pumps shall be installed in compliance with the ordinence
governing the storage and handling of gasoline,

(2) That all pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet of the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of receiving
gasoline or other suppllies shall not in any way obstruct the free passage
of traffic on either the sidewalk, street, or alley.

(3) That "NO SMOKING! sigms shall at all times be prominently display~
ed, and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline
1s handled or stored.

(4) That 211 fees shall be pald and a permit secured from the Building
Inspectorts office before any installiation work is started, and that no
squipment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and ap-
proval of same.

For the following reasonsd

1. The request for this change covers an entire block which
already contains fifteen residences and lies between Singleton
Street and Cedar Avenue, 18%h and 19th Streets, 19th Street
being a through street which eventually will cross the entire
ity and is destined to become a major thoroughfare.

2. This change is presently for the sole purpose of enabling the
principel applicant, J. H. Herdeman, to erect a stone commer-
cial building on the lot at the northeast corner of the block
fronting on Cedar Avenue and siding on 19th Street, no other
commerclal development being contemplated at thils time,

3. An examination of the maps shows that the lots in this block
front on Singleton Street and Cedar Avemue, which are local
regidence streebs ending on 19th Street. These lotg all are

owned separstely except two abt the southeast corner of the
block. To chenge the entire block would enazble each of these
property owners to establish business uses fronting on these
local residence streets while the only street which might in
the future be guitable for commercial development is Bast 19th
Street. Thisg would, therefore, result in a situetion in wvhich
a block of commercial properiy would front on a bleck of resi-~
dential property on each gide of Singleton Street and Cedar
Averme, tending to adversely affect the character and value
of these properties. Since practically all the property is
in separate ownerships it does not lend itself Yo @ modern
type of Communlty Center development where the surrounding
property could be adequately protected.

L, The applicant proposes to erect a stone grocery store, barber
ghop and plumbing shop, in addition to & residence on the read
of the lob. Since 19th Street will eventuslly become a mgjor
thoroughfare, it will likely have to be widened and, therefore,
a setback should be maintained on 19th Street for all fubure
vuildings which would make it desirsble to maintaln the First
Height and Area District classification of this property.

5., Under these circumstances, the Board deemed that this change
ghould not be made a3 it is ostensibly for the beneflt of one
property owner to develop his property which ls essentially
residential, as well as the remainder of the block, and such
a change would not be the proper zoning for this area.
